The great war is over, and victory | p 
is ours: but can it be truly said that 
the world is at peace, when these out- 
breaks of lawlessness and anarchy, 
that are now so prevalent throughout 
the world, threaten to become an even 
greater evil than the Prussianism we 
have defeated?

BRITISH POLICY : 
AND PROHIBITION 


Imperial considerations demand 
that there be the closest sympathy 
between the British peeple in Britain 
and in the overseas Dominions, A 
real and fundamental cleavage on 
such an issue as prohibition would be 
most unfortunate. It is most impor- 
tant that Canadian Prohibitionists 
should understand that the British 
policy is far from being purely nega- 
tive. 

Mr. Lloyd George recently address- 
ing an important deputation from 
the Universities including the leaders 
in surgery and médicine said that the 
government was determined to secure 
effective control over the liquor trade. 
Legislation is in the hands of Mr. Hal 
Fisher whose work on the education 
law has wrought a national transfor- 
mation. The proposals offered by 
the liquor trade are not favored. 

In view of our own history it 
noteworthy that the government has 
already issued to all normal schools a 
text book so prepared that teachers 
will instill into the minds of the pres- 
ent school generation a scientific un- 
derstanding of the real nature and 
effects of alcohol. The Scientific 
Bureau is also to study by observa- 
tion the actual results of the more 
recical legislation in other countries, 
whether on this continent or else- 
where. This accumulation of infor- 
mation scientifically ascertained can 
have only one result.

lis neighboring farmer, who owns one 
of the best partridge shoots in Eng- 
land, has bought only 300 acres, but 
those are “the eyes of the farm"——and 
herein lies one of the essentials of the 
new condition. 

Of the millions of acres sold a huge 
proportion is the best land, and the 
i heredita- y landlord is left only with 
the worst The Government and the 
| farmers between them have taken the 
best. 

One of the few estates I know un- 
touched by the mania ‘for sale is in 
Huntingdonshire and consists of heavy 
clay land, rented at about 10s. an acre. 
The income from the whole estate 1s 
a minus quantity of about £309 a 
year, though in 1870 or so it was 
valued at some £60,000.

A PECULIAR POSITION. 


Vernon, B.C., News.—It is doubtful 
if any city in British Columbia ever 
faced a more awkward and more hum- 
jliating position than that which now 
confronts Vernon by reason of the 
fiasco in connection with civic nomi- 
nations. Due entirely to the, apathy 
and negligence of our citizens, not a 
single member was nominated for the 
City Council or Board of Police Com- 
missioners on the day set apart for 
this purpose, with the result that the 
Mayor, Aldermen and Commissioners 
have sent in their resignations, and 
the town is now without a governing 
body. . 

Last week we expressed the hope 
that the Council of 1919 might be 
induced to retain office for another 
year, or at least that a majority of 
them could be persuaded to do so, in 
which case, under the provisions of 
the Municipal Act, they could have 
filled any vacancies on the Board hy 
appointment. We still believe that, 
in the interests of the city, this would 
have been the best solution of the 
problem, and perhaps it might have 
been reached had the Mayor and 
Aldermen, even at.that late hour re 
ceived any evidence that this was 
the desire of the citizens. But the 
fact remains that no effort was made, 
except that put forth by The News, to 
for their 
arduous duties, well and faithtally 
rendered the city, or to request that 
they again allow their names to he 
placed in nomination. Il*ailing any 
such expression of public sentimeni, 
it is not surprising that they have 
decided to resign. Self-respecting men 
could hardly do otherwise. 


WASHINGTON’S ATTITUDE. 


The Vancouver Daily Sun comments 
upon recent developments at Wash- 
ington regarding the Peace Treaty as 
follows: 

“A curious performance indeed is 
the resolution by which the Republic- 
an senators in the United States pro- 
pose to declare the war at an en’.

OUR 


NATIONAL 
ECONORIC: 
PROBLEM. 


The following interest'ng extract 
from an article by Mr E. W. Beatty, 
president of the C. P. R. appeared 
recently in the Montreal Gazetre: -- 

“So much for the manner in which 
the transportation machinery of the 
country is carrying out its obliga- 
tions to the Canadian producer. 
Other aspects of the transportation 
problem are less satisfactory. There 
are many people who look upon 
Canadian Railways as custodians of 
magic fortunes which cannot be ex- 
hausted. That bookkeeping should 
be as simple and “inexorable-in ita 
tale of losses and’ vanished profits to 
a railway as it may be to a corner 
grocer, is to these people unthink» 
able. It apparently does not occur 
to them that to no public is it more 
important than to the Canadian pub- 
lic that the good reputation of its 
railway securitics in the world of 
thrift and investment should be care- 
fully guarded. To those. however, 
who understand these things clearly 
and who view the matter from the 
standpoint of broad public’ interest, 
ft is at once apparent that the Cana- 
dian public pays a very low rate for 
the quality 0? service rendered, and 
that a time is rapidly approaching 
when, if Canadian railway securities 
are not to be made less desirable to 
investors than almost any other 
kind of industria) security, railway 
rates will either have to go up. or 
railway operating costs go down. 
Such persons recognize that it is not 
because the situation of the railways 
is an easy one that certain compan- 
ies have been able to show net earn- 
ings—very low net earnings com- 
pared to the actual cash invested in 
the industry—but because in the past 
the shareholdens of such companies 
have been, as they are to-day, 
courageous persons willing to sup. 
ply the means for constructive en+ 
terprises in which no one but them. 
selves had faith. and because. too, 
their officers have been skilled. re- 
sourceful and loyal business men, 
assisted by staffs filled with tha 
spirit of pride and devotion to their 
work. This, indeed, is the thing 
which has made {1 possible gor Can- 
ada's railroads to function success- 
fully during the war without making 
anything like the demands that for- 
eign roads—lcess efficient in serving 
their community, yet earning the 
game rates and paying the same 
wages—have made up their public 
exchequers. I do not belleve that 
this strain upon the railways end 
this tendency to weaken the general 
reputation of Canadian Railway se- 
curities should continue The ser- 
vant, after all. is worthy of his hire, 
and railway capital {is not less 
worthy a servant than other forms 
of capital whose carnings have not 
been so consistently depressed. 

“The net carnings during the war 
years, of those companies’ which 
showed net earnings, would have 
been much lower had the Canadien 
railroads been making expenditures 
for maintenance which circum- 
stances would have justified, but 
which conditions prevented during 
that period. These arrears have 
now to be made up. During 1919 
the Canadian Pacific laid 70.000 tons 
of steel rail. In place of, say, 2.- 
000,000 tics, worth 44c in 1914, the 
Canadian Pacific laid 4,434,000 ties 
at 85c per tie. The sensational ad- 
vance in the rate of railway wages 
is well known. Further advance 
may be necessary within the very 
near future, as indicated by discus- 
sions in the United States. The prica 
of coal for locomotives was $3.09 in 
1913. Now it is $4.77. The cost of 
hauling an average train (freight or 
pasSengor) one mile has risen from 
$1,604 in 1913, to $2.494 in 1918. It 
is higher to-day. The opcrating ex- 
penses of one mile of line tn 1915 
were $4,152, in 1918, $7.046, and to- 
day they are even greater. On tho 
Other hand, railway rates, taking all 
classes of revenue together, have ad-. 
vanced scar¢ely 25 per cent. I ven« 
ture to say no other industry in the 
Dominion can show such wmodera- 
tlon.”
